PROBLEM INTO RESOURCE 


Environmentalist opposition to electric power 
plants, especially nuclear, has been in very substantial 
part based on the fact that cool water is required in 
the power production process, and is returned to its 
source at a higher temperature. The possible effect of 
this increased warmth on the ecosystems involved is 
what bugs the environmentalists. 

It has been demonstrated, of course, that discharge 
of warmer water into the ocean near a nuclear power 
plant is not damaging overall. In fact is has been cited 
that such discharge has attracted certain species and 
generally increased the marine population. 

However, it remains at least a rhetorical problem, 
and Petroleum Today, publication of the American 
Petroleum Institute, has suggested that it could be 


turned into a resource. 


PT urges research into the possibility of converting 
the warm water into an energy source which it feels 
could be “a vast one.” “Experiments and projects now 
under way may point the way to more efficient energy 


use in the future,” it says. 


Already warm water has been put to use heating ex- 
perimental greenhouses, controlling the environment 
in open-field agriculture, and raising oysters 12 months 
out of the year. The potential for other applications 
must be substantial. Certainly, in an energy-crisis era 

' they should be explored diligently.

Plant Operation 


ROSEMEAD — Customers’ 
energy conservation efforts will 
enable Southern California 
Edison company to defer - by 
three to five years planned 
operating dates for a_ high 
temperature gas-cooled reactor 
nuclear generating — station 
proposed for the eastern 
California desert near Vidal 
Junction, the company has 
announced. 

Savings in electricity 
usage by customers, which 
averaged 7% below year-ago 
levels during the first six months 
of 1974, mean the Vidal power 
project will not be needed as 
soon as expected, according to 
William R. Gould, SCE executive 
vice president. 

‘“‘Based on our current 
forecasts.”’ Gould said, “we are 
now deferring the _ initial 
operating dates of the generating 
station from 1982-83 to the 
1985-88 time frame.

KINGSBURG ~— Based on the quantity of planting seed sold, the 
indicated cotton acreage this season in the San Joaquin valley totals 
about 1,200,000 acres, 33% greater than in 1973, directors of the 
Calif.

persons attending the Lindsay 
meetings. Civic leaders, it was 
suggested, also need to be 
educated on water problems. 

Water problems confronting 
Lindsay were listed as affect on 
ground-water supply of septic 
tanks around the. city, disposal 
of brine from the Consolidated 
Olive plant, and inability of the 
city to get water from the 
Friant-Kern canal. 

Financial problems involving 
new waste water treatment 
facilities in cities like Lindsay 
were cited; the average citizen, it 
was said, should be better 
informed on water matters and 
waste water problems. 

Some drainage problems in 
Kings county could eventually 
have an impact on agricultural 
production; urban area dwellers 
have difficulty understanding 
drainage problems, it was said. 


Matters to be studied should 
include: drainage and evaluation 
of floodway problems; 
treatment of city ‘waste water 
for use by agriculture, with an 
exchange of surface water for 
domestic use worked out; 
industrial. demands for water 
need to be considered before, 
and as, industry locates in the 
valley. 

Concern was expressed on 
potential impact of the Total 
Water Management study on 
present users of available Central 
Valley project water, along with 
impact of other factors relating 
to agriculture, such as labor 
problems and restricted use of 
chemicals, but most serious 
impact would be a reduction in 
the present available water 
supply, it was said. 

Additional water supplies are 
needed in the Alpaugh Irrigation 
district and by other entities and 
individuals west of the 
Friant-Kern canal service area to

water levels and degradation of 
water quality. Drainage facilities 
and additional water supplies 
“are necessary to maintain 
agricultural viability of the 
area,” it was stated. 

More efficient use of 
Friant-Kern water during years 
of surplus was suggested; water 
problem solutions should be 
considered on a long-range basis, 
and piecemeal actions avoided; 
more comprehensive regulations 
governing use of ground water, 
both quantity and quality, are 
needed. 

Apparent defensive approach 
that public agencies involved in 
water resource development 
appear to take when confronted 
by environmental and 
conservation groups is not 
conducive to presenting a 
positive view of needs and 
problems of agricultural water 
users, it was suggested. Criticism 
from these groups may bring 
some beneficial changes in how 
water is developed or utilized, it 
was said. 

Concern was expressed over 
problems created by recreational 
use of public water entities - 
policing, vandalism, _ litter, 
sanitation, water supply, access 
requirements - problems that the 
public knows little about or 
recognizes. 

Conflicting needs for water - 
fishery releases vs irrigation 
diversion, or reservoir level for 
recreation vs power releases, 
pose threats on other, not so 
renewable, resources, it was said. 

Designation of land use 
within a flood plain should 
should be part and parcel of the 
project authorization, it was 
suggested. 

Concern was expressed that 
mineral and chemical 
constituency of water from 
Millerton lake are such that in 
some areas of the Friant-Kern 
canal service area, it is necessary 
to add gypsum, or similar 
compound, to the water to 
maintain or improve infiltration 
rate in the soils. 

It was suggested that a 
demonstration of the factors 
that contribute to the total cost 
of agricultural production within 
existing service areas, showing 
the relationship of the cost of 
water to other factors 
influencing costs, is needed.
